The wltnesB of the Spirit Ih for 
more comprehensive than many Hiip- 
pose. Multitudes do not believe thai 
there la any sueh thinR, while others 
confine It to the forgivenefiB of sins 
and adoption into the family of God. 
But the truth Is that the Holy Spirit 
witnesses to much more than this. 

He wltnessea to the sinner that he 
Is guilty, condemned before God, and 
lost. This we call conviction; hut It 
1b none other thnn the witness of the 
Spirit to the sliiner'a time condition; 
and when a man realises It, nothing 
can convince him lo the contrjtry, 
His friends may point out his good 
works, hiB kindly dlsposHlon, niid try 
to assure hlni that he Is not a bad 
man; but, so long as the Spirit con- 
tinues to witness to his guilt, nothing 
can console him or reassure bis quak- 
ins heart. The convlctlnn witness 
may come to n slnnci- at any time, 
but It la usually given under the 
aeurchlng preaching of the Gospel, or 
the burnlnR testimony of thoae wiio 
have been gloriously saved and sanc- 
tified; or In time of danger, when the 
soul la awed Into silence, so that I' 
can hear the "still small voice" oC 
the Holy Spirit, 

Again, the Holy Spirit not only wlt- 
nessea to the forRlvencss oC Bins and 
acceptance with God, but He also wit- 
nesses to sanctiflcatlon, "For by 
one offering," says the Apostlo, 
"Ke" (that H, Jesus» "hath perfected 
for ever them that are sanctlflcd.

Incapable of hearing or heeding his 
rcarsurlng voice, it may Iw? Uiat 
there are some dlsoasea that Icr the 
time prevent tbe sufferer from dis- 
cerning the reassuring mitness of 
the Heavenly Father. Dr. Asa Ma- 
ban told me of an esjieiience of this 
kind wbleh he bad in a very dlanEer- 
CUE tlcknesa. And Ur. Daniel Steele 
had a similar experience while lyiaig 
at tbe point of death witii lyphold 
fever. But some of the happiest 
Chrlsdans the world has sees liave 
been racked with ijaln and larlare*!
